11 acres are 660. of the finest Afabian 
date palms in the country. 

In 1947 after a careful study of the 
plantings, Department experts  esti- 
mated that considering replacement 
costs {some of the palms are irrepldce- 
able) and value of annual production, 
the land was worth $10,000 .per a¢re. 

. They considered it one of the finest 
date garden plantings in the world : 

Credit for this unusual garden with 
its 26 varieties of date palms goes: to 
Col. Dale Bumstead, Arizona’s date 
pioneer. Bumstead was just out of the 
first World War and had become keenly 
interested in date culture in Arabia and 
Egypt while stationed in those coun- 
tries. He was convinced that the desert 
soil and bone-dry climate of Arizona’s 
Central Valley was capable of equalling 
or bettering the marvelous date gardens 
that have nourished the Middle East 
for more than 4,000 years.

28 years old, the 66D -palms in; the Gar- 
dens live up to the proverb. They aver- 
age 40 feet in height to the tdps of the 
trunks and the fronds extendjup a full 
20 feet ‘more. 
Now owned by Mr. and Mrs.. Robert 
Stigler of Akron and Phoenix,| the Gar- 
dens are given the scrupulous; care ap- 
propriate to descendants of royalty. In 
the spring after the female trees have 
been carefully pollinated, the little dates 
are thinned by removing every other 
one, The dates grow in clus which 
must be: braced to the trunk, since each 
cluster may weigh jas as much as 100 
pounds and some may icarry as 
many as 10 to 15 such clusters. 
They are carefully watcheil during 
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Dates in the Dawn Gardens ae in huge clusters which may w igh as much as 


100 pounds. Some of the palms may, 
bunches, which are so delicat 


the summer, and spreaders, a like 
wire cages, are inserted in each cluster 
to give individual dates proper air and 
sun. Each individual date ig fully ri 
ened on the palm and picked from te 
cluster by a skilled harvester. Each 
cluster may be picked over as many as 
20 times during the harvesting season, 
which is 75 days long. 
After picking, the dates are rushed 
to a packing plant whe they are 
tossed on damp towels to glean them. 
They are sterilized by gassing. Proper 
sugar syrup is developed by placing 
them on Jong trays in 120° Sterile ma- 
turation rooms.

However, both sides do agree that 
good listening demands a coordination 
of hearing and understanding:, And they 
claim that a good listener is worth his 
weight in gold. Furthermore, a good 
listener in either the business’ or the 
social world is assured of success.

When set, the stake 
is driven full length into the ground, the , 
release mechanism is fitted into the top 
of the :stake, and a lightly Ibaded .38 
calibre ‘cartridge is pointed upward and 
inserted into a fur- or wool-covered 
bait. fetid scent is smeared on the 
top of the bait to make it morg¢ alluring 
to the |unsuspecting coyote.
